‘The report which appears in 
another column, of the progress 
made by the Red armies in 
Anhui, serves to’ draw attention 
getierally to the grave state of 
disorder which prevails in many 
parts of China, and the failure 
of the Government to take effec- 
tive steps to suppress it. Cognate 
with this is the prevalence of 
banditry which, though it may 
not be Red ‘in its political 
complexion, is just about as 
widespread and” presents just 
as serious a problem for 
the Nanking authorities any 
a definitely weakening facto) 
in, the case which they 
are presenting before public 
opinion throughout the world, 
It must appear as an astonishing 
fact to observers abroad, un 
ealloused by close association as 
are foreigners who live in China, 
that a government which claims 
to control and represent this 
great country is in fact unable 
to maintain even a semblance of 
order in large areas almost at 
the very doors of its seat, But 
those who live within the borders 
of China realise such conditions 
as these to be endemic, ‘The 
capture and holding to yangom 
of foreigners in the interior 
ome to be looked upon as a 
almost every-day affair, or at] 
the most, something to be talked 
about for a day or two and then 
forgotten, ‘Thus the captivity 
of the Rev. Bert Nelson for mo 
than. a year in bandit hands, the 
more recent capture of Captain 
Baker and the swindling of those 
who paid ransom for his release 
come to be looked -upon with a 
cortain eynieal regard by those 
who see at close quarters the 
failure of a government to im- 
pose its will upon the people 
they purport to govern, But 
thoy are all very real ‘facts, 
considered from a very different 
standpoint abroad, and lending 
some colour to ‘the Japanese 
‘contention, at Geneva that China 
4s little more than a geographic 
expression, a remark all the moi 
Keen because of its approxima- 
tion to the truth, 

‘The excellent showing made by 
the 19th Route Army against the 
infinitely better-equipped troops 
of Japan, and the stern resist- 
ance they offered until ove! 
whelmed with heavier, materia 
ads to the opinion that there 
are troops in China which could 
be used with effect against the 
Reds, and the bandits whether 
they ‘are to be found south, or 
north of the Yangtze. There is 
even some: ground for believing 
‘that much-heralded campaigns 
against these rebels in the past 
have not been prosecuted with 
‘that whole-hearted devotion to 
the vindication, of government. 
which the situation would appear 
to demand. If that supposition 
is not entirely correct, | then it 
would seem that the best ability 
hhas not been employed against 
thesé enemies of peace and good 
order, but if either is accepted 
then the natural deduction must 
be that the government, wheth 
it be national or provineial, h: 
failed in its primary duty. It 
may be argued that the Govern- 
ment is preoccupied with the 
Manchurian and Shanghai ques- 
tions: but the argument is weak, 










































































for it is inconceivable that a 
modern government should 
eease to function in all its 


departments because one or 
some of them are confronted 
with a sitiation. of international 
proportions, and dificult to 
‘believe that with all the men 
under arms which China is said 
to possess, sufficient forces could 
not be detached for the purpose 
of restoring order in districts 
which have suffered under these 
disabilities for years past. 

‘The correspondent * of, the 
“North-China Daily News,” who 








describes the conditions prevai 
ling at present in that. pro 
nee, with the possible cap- 
{ture and rapine of Liuanchow for 
the second time within a few 
years, speaks of the area involy- 
ed as accessible by automobile 
roads and, apparently, presenting, 
Inone of the difficulties met with 
jin the campaigns against the 
Reds south of the Yangtze. But 
the Reds in Anhui, surrounded 
by government troops, control a 
large district. There are re- 
ports that more government) 
troops are being rushed into the 
province from Honan and Hupeh 
jin an eleventh-hour attempt 
to relieve the threatened city. 
"Phat is very proper, as far as it 
goes, but it is incontestable that 
the situation which now exists 
[should never have been allowed to 
Jeome into being, It must be em 
phasized that the conditions pre~ 
vailing in Anhui and the other 
provinces involved similarly, are 
not the results of this unfortu- 
nate misunderstanding with 
Japan, They are . conditions 
Which it is. not unreasonable to 
assert are daily becoming worse. 
The matter is not purely a do- 
Imestic one concerning only Nan- 
king, or Loyang. The wltimate 
[success of China before the bar 
of world opinion depends not only 
jupon the merits of the case she 
is presenting against Japan, bat 
falso upon the picture of her in- 
ternal affairs which she is able to 
produce for inspection. Foreign- 
Jers are able to say that it is im- 
possible to trade in large areas 
lof China because of the disorder’ 
which exists and has existed for 
Jan unconscionable time past. 
And China with forees_run-| 
‘ning into the millions, using only 
‘a few tens of thousands in the 
vicinity of Shanghai, embarked 
‘upon no expedition against Man- 
chukuo is apparently unable or 
reluctant to put sufficient forces 
into the field to crush once and 
I this eanker which is eating 
‘at her vitals and threatens her 
very existence. ‘The. seriousness 
‘of the matter cannot be over 
estimated and it is greatly to bo 
hoped that the Chinese Govern 
ment will take the steps neces: 
‘sary to clean up the area north 
lof the Yangtze, at least, not only 
to vindicate, its authority but to 
vemove the’ menace which has 
been threatening the people of 
the province all too long. 






































WELLINGTON KOO 
April 16. 

When Dr. Wellington Koo was 
appointed Chinese assessor to 
the Lytton Commission it would 
presumably have been pen to 
the Japanese Government or even 
the provisional administration 
operating in Manchuria to have 
registered objections to the ap- 
ointment. Dr. Koo's former 
association with the regime of 
Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang 
might, for example, be a valid 
ground for such an objection. 
No such point appears to have 
foeen taken for, otherwise, the 
Commission would have ‘made 
some reference on the subject to 
Ithe Chinese Government. Indeed 
Dr. Wellington Koo’s own rela 
tions with his. Government had 
been so recently re-established 
that his selection, in spite of his 
lother obvious ' qualifications, 
by reason of his diplomatic ex- 
perience and ability, came as 
something of a surprise. Having 
thus acquiesced in the attach- 
ment of Dr. Koo to the Commis- 
sion, the Japanese author 
have been placed in an equi 
eal position by the reported 
pertinacity of _ Manchukuo’s 
efforts to prevent Dr. Koo's entry 
into Manchuria, 

There is a sinister note in the 
Peking message which attributes 
Jon Reuter’s authority, the con- 
veyance of a veiled threat of 
violence towards the Chinese 
jassessor. Japan has agreed to 
ithe inquiry now being conducted 
by the Lytton Commission. Her 
ability to protect its members, of 
whatever position or nationality, 
from untoward fneidents must 
be accepted without question.

‘The 
fact that Lord Lytton had been 
moved to vindicate the physical 

itegrity of the Commission 
howed that there was something 
more serious afoot. Now at 
Geneva the Japanese. spokesmen 
have declared that the difficulty 
hhas mot been removed, even by 
Lord Lytton's announcement. It 
fg plain from the mystery of 
Count Uchida’é resignation and 
the announcement of the ap- 
pointment of his successor, to the 
manifest annoyance of the War 
Office at Tokyo, that all is not 
well in Manchutia or with Man- 
chukuo, at the installation of 
whose ‘new Government, Count 
Uchida was so prominent an as- 
sistant. It is to be hoped that 
the Japanese authorities will re- 
cognise how undesirable it is to 
impede the work of the Commis- 
sion and that all apprehension for 
the safety of any of its members 
will be promptly removed.

The comparative and 
Virtual quiescence economically of 
‘the silver countries and the fact 
that ‘the world has never been in 
a worse dilemma are assurances of 
this fact, Every known remedy 
has. been tried but, silver remone- 
tisation. Economy from the closing 
down of schools to the unheard of 
billion dollar relief corporations 
have been attempted to reflush the 
redit of the banks but with signal 
failure. At best thoy are further 
burdens ‘on the public and are 
bound to react adversely upon 
future budgets, Commodity and 
stock prices are lower than ever 
and staggering under the weights 
of destructive taxations. The s0- 
alled “remedies” have been just 
sxpenaive’pallitives ax they “are 
now proved 

if we are to have a return of 
prosperity the foundation of the 
world’s credit system must be per- 
manently made upon both silver 
and gold.

) of dangerously sick persons to thei

BRITAIN’S INDUSTRIAL 
POSITION 


London, Apr. 14. 

British industries have been 
given the greatest impetus that 
they have had since.1921 by the 
operation -of the - Abnormal Im- 
portations Act, Mr. Walter Runci- 
man, President of the Board of 
‘Trade, told the House of Commons 
to-day. : 

‘He declared that Britain has 
suffered less than any other coun- 
tryfrom the world-wide shrinkage 
of trade, while her position 
gards unemployment was unique in- 
asmuch as the number’ of jobless 
persons had decreased by nearly, 
half a million in the last 12 months.

Encouraging results of the re- 
cent surveys lof British industries 
were reviewed by Mr, Walter Run- 
ciman, the President of the Board 
of Trade, during a debate in the 
House of Commons this evening,

Resolution Moved 


Geneva, Apr. 11. 

At the re-opening of the Disarm- 
iment Conference to-day, after a 
recess Jasting three weeks, the chait-

Mukden Apr. 8. 
In “The Manchurian | Medle 
some account was given of the sei- 
Zureof the Sait Revenue in Man- 
Shuria owing to ‘Japanese military 
‘Sccupation of that country: as from 
September last. In view of the in-

development of Japanese plans it 
ecoines of special importance to 
fellow the course of events as now 
vevenled by ‘unimpeachable sources 
to which the “"North-China Daily 
Nevin” hus recently’ had access, 
‘Te will be remembered that in 1931 
Marshal Chang Hsuehliang effected 
his union with the Nanking Gavern- 
nent and became Viee-Generalissimo 
ii the Navy, Army and Air Forces 
oF that Government. The previow 
Procedure of ten. years". stand 
Mhereby the Manchurian Sale Reve: 
aus were virtually retained bythe 
Manchurian authorities, except for 
the siiort period during’ which Mar- 
shal Chang Tso-lin. was. in. Peking 
‘was thereupon incorporated into the 
Central system under. the. Minister 
of Finance of the National Govern- 
ment. 

‘The Manchurian portion of the 
nations? expenditure wos thus met 
in part by. surplus, proceeds from 
the? “Government Sale Revenues 
‘officially released to the provisional 
Guthorities at Mukden through. the 
Batt Commfitonsr at Newshang. 
‘This was. important att 
pesifcally ‘made the local use of 
there funds dependent on the pol 
eal union between the Three Prov.

Tt will be recalled that after the 
occupstion “of Newehwang by. the 
Sepunese Army on. September 10,

Without foine into detail’ of, he 
figures involved, it may be explained 
that Japanese policy was clearly to 
maintain the Manchurian share of 
the ‘National loan obligations upon 
‘the Salt revenues, presumably wit 
‘the double object of reassuring for- 
eign financial interests and of, pav- 
ing the way for the use of the| 
greater surplus by such provincial 
Authorities as the Japanese hoped 
‘hey might be, able to set up. As 
was pointed out in “The Manchurian] 
Medley” Japanese action first took| 
the form of purely military control, | 
followed by the establishment, under 
Japanese "control, of "Peace and] 
‘Order Associations,” or “Peace Pre-| 
servation Committees,” at Mukden,| 
Newehwang and other places, These 
hhodies were ostensibly under Chinese| 
direction, but their power was plain- 
ly in the hands of Japanese advisers 

On October 22, three Chinese dele- 
gates, appointed by the | Mukden| 
Association, arrived at Newchwang, 
the Sait flendauarters, ngome 
pany with two -Japancse military’ 
officers in uniform and produced a. 
formal announcement by the Mukden| 
‘Association through which the Tes- 
traint upon the Salt ‘Revenues was 
exercised, to the effect that the 
‘Association had appointed those Chi 
‘nose delogates to act in consultation 
With the Japanese military authori. 
ties. Difficulties were Inier placed 
in the way of the Chinese Govern- 
ment representative, who desired to| 
interview the Japanese military’ 
‘authorities at Mukden, but an_ad- 
‘istiun was obtained from an official 
put up by the Japanese at Mukdei 
That the Chinese delegates already 
mentioned had been sent directly on 
‘the instructions of the Japanese 
authorities to demand release of the 
Salt Funds, and. that, the demand 
Was to be supported. by force if| 
nideestary, should any objection be| 
sfised: by’ the Salt officials. 

On October, 30, a Japanese ad- 
viker, supported’ by a. Japanese’ 
military offer, withdrew nearly’ 
$700,000 from the Salt Revenue’ 
Ateount in the Bank of China and 
‘trpnsferred it to the Provincial Bank 
of Mukden, the foreign. loan. quota, 
off about $220,000, having been re- 
anitted earlier on the same day with 
Tupanese approval, ‘The manager 
of the Bank of China resisted. this 
withdrawal or.ia considerable time, 
Dut was eventually compelled to sub:
